The  next  morning,  he  continued  his  way  to  Wilkes- 
Barre.  When  the  wheat  was  ground  he  started  on  his 
homeward  journey,  camping  at  the  place  where  he  left 
his  deer  in  the  morning.  He  strapped  one  of  the  hind 
quarters  on  the  horse's  back  and  departed  for  home. 

He  reached  home  toward  evening,  where  the  anxious 
family  were  watching  and  waiting  for  his  delayed  re¬ 
turn  . 

The  names  of  his  sons  were  as  follows:  John,  Francis, 
Orin,  Sumner,  Horace  and  Sedate.  His  descendants  are 
many  and  are  found  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Whether  or  not  we  ever  trace  our  English  forebears, 
we  may  be  sure  that  these  Old  New  England  ancestors 
were  men  who  lived  for  the  ideals  of  justice  and  right, 
and  were  among  those  who  came  across  the  ocean  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  principles  that  make  life  worth  living, 
and  that  they  were  worthy  of  being  kept  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  their  posterity.
